A RENT CASE 

‘An illuminating example of the 
ifeulties of Iandlords under the 
present system of court procedure is 
furnished by a decision Just. made in 
the Supreme Court of China, The ten- 
fant was sued in the original court at 
the end of April 1936 for six months's 
rent unpaid. The Court’ ordered & 
rent reduction of 15 per cent 
Against this the landlord appealed, 
The appeal was heard and judgment 
was glven against the landlord on 
Sept. 1. Within six weeks the land- 
ord ‘appealed to the Supreme Court 
whose decision dismissing the appeal 
was recorded on June 22 1937—that 
is In over eight months time—and 
communicated to the plaintiff-appel- 
lant a fortnight Tater. Meanwhile the 
tenant occupied the premises, his 
arrears of rent having of course in- 
‘teased from the original six months 
to more than eighteen months, The 
‘Supreme Court -has confirmed the 
‘order for rent reduction. In view of 
the accumulated arrears, even if this 
deduction be taken into account, it 
‘may be difficult for the landlord to 
Secure ‘his dues without recourse to 
further court proceedings.

If 
it be contended that the proposed 
coercion of Chinese power be} 
primarily designed to make fast the 
bulwarks of Japan's defence against 
another nation, strategists may ap-

well ask whether the danger thus] 
averted is comparable with the new 
perils which may soon preseribe| 
further strategie devices for th’ 
maintenance of the newly’ acquired 
defences, That. surely fs the ques- 
ton to which the Japanese nation 
should be invited to give its atten-| 
tion. Unfortunately—ay, tragically,

At this 
moment, therefore, it is all the more 
necessary to place on record the 
frue responsibility, It may have, 
albeit at this cleventh hour, the 
merit of giving pause for reflection 
—reflection in which for her own 
honour, her own national security 
Japan may do well to indulge. 














CALMER JUDGMENT ? 
July 19. 
It is possible to be more hopeful 
of a peaceful local settlement of 
the latest Sino-Japanese clash. 
‘Ominous signs which might well be 
marshalled to justify the worst 
fears have been set off by the 
steadiness of the markets. Volu- 
bility once again has been reassur- 
ing despite its dangerous tendency 
to exacerbate feeling. ‘There has} 
been much argument on both sides, 
fo prove or disprove premeditation. 
Tn truth the issue is academic. 
Whether the Japanese forces were 
Sent on manoeuvres near Marco 
Polo Bridge to create an incident 
is unimportant, The moment the 
incident arose the fundamental 
significance of Japan's ability to} 
dictate terms became the really 
vital factor in the situation. China 
kas officially cited the Nine- 
Power Pact in evidence of her 
wrongs. The move is technically. 
justified but it can be met by: 
technical objections to support the 
same inaction as marked the 
attitude of the signatories toward’ 
the virtual annexation of Manchuria, 
Including Jehol, and the inroad of 
Japanese armed force into East 
Hopei and North China generally. 
So long as the terms of the Ho- 
Umetsu agreement are secret it is. 
impossible for the other Power? 
to resist the contention that by. 
her own action, under the pressure 
of force majeure no doubt, Chis 
has acquiesced in a substanti: 
breach of the Pact, leaving Mar 
churia out of account. ‘Senator 
Pittman has jumped in at once to 
defend his country from any’ 
responsibility by alleging that in| 
1931 Great Britain failed to co- 
operate effectively with the United’ 
States of, America in stopping Jai 
anese aggression in Manchuria. Hi 
allegations receive some colour’ 
from the uncertainty of- Sir John 
‘Simon's attitude at that time, but, 
on the whole, Colonel Stimson's 
authoritative " disclosures have! 
shown that the United States was| 
then prepared only to join in| 
“moral pressure” and nothing more. 
In any case the real issue is what 
is happening in 1937, not what might 
have ‘happened jn 1931. China 
has not at present invoked the Nine- 
Power Pact any more than she did 
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Jin 1931; she has only cited it 
She evidently is convinced there- 
fore that the present crisis must be| 
determined as between herself and| 
Japan direct, although it is per-| 
inent for both parties to consider’ 
the light in which the signatories 
of the Pact may regard whatever 
settlement is reached. 

Japan is thought to be disposed 
to a less “positive” line of action| 
than recent statements seomed to 
warrant, She has reason. She has| 
not had a good “press”, judging| 
from comments on all sides. She| 
is in a difficult position because, 
‘materially, there is little real limit 
{o her action. ‘She has, however, ‘to| 
‘bear in mind that the very ease| 
‘with which she can enforce de- 
mands, such as the cutting off of 
Hopel'from but the barest_sem-| 
[blance of control by the Central 
Government at Nanking, may, 
ultimately, tell against her. ‘The 
restraint which has been shown| 
by the Chinese Government is 
matched by a remarkable absence 
‘of violent declarations from politi- 
‘eal opinion which in the past has| 
‘been apt aggressively "to assume 
the réle of mentor to Nanking.| 
Japan herself has set in train| 
certain military preparations. She! 
can hardly be surprised if the| 
Chinese authorities feel impelled to| 
go through similar motions, albeit} 
with an agile eye on the terms of 
the Ho-Umetsu agreement. General 
Chiang Kai-shek has been reticent. 
Tt is possible that he—and his 
‘colleagues—take the view that they 
fare not going to prejudice the un- 
doubted improvements effected in| 
the national defences by putting| 
them to a test which would 
inevitably destroy the cohesion $0| 
far achieved. ‘They might _bo| 
Prepared to acquiesce in, without! 
specifically endorsing, ‘a local| 
settlement which ‘dangerously| 








P- | weakened their still precarious con-| 


trol in the North, because thereby | 
they would maintain the fabric of 
the national’ defence and continue 
to strengthen it against such time 
as would enable them more ef- 
fectively to counter subsequent at- 
tempts in extending Japanese 
aggression, This policy, admittedly, 
‘might be difficult to justify to the 
newly-stirred national sentiment 
which they have been able to con- 
solidate, but there are grounds for| 
believing that, for the first time, 
that sentiment rests on a firm con- 
dence in the Central Government's 
judement of the whole situation 
‘and has powers of restraint which, | 
despite the immediate consequences| 
fof inaction, may prove to be more| 
formidable’ in the long run. 


If that is a correct reading of the| 
situation Japan has every reason 
for caution. Too ready’ acceptance, 
of the opportunities which seem so| 
attractive to the Kwantung Army, 
fs likely to involve Japanese policy 
jin commitments the extent, cost 
‘and end of which cannot be’ fore 
seen. It-is just as if the Central 
Government at Nanking were acting| 
ike a guerrilla force in luring the| 
well-equipped and overwhelmingly| 
superior armies of Japan 19] 
advance confidently into apparently, 
unresisting territory only to find! 
that more responsibilities had been| 
shouldered without actually sottling] 
anything. Liabilities, menacing and 
incalculable, would ‘develop on all 
sides and, a5 the months passed, the! 
prospect of liquidating them would! 
‘create greater anxieties in relation 
not only to Japan's contacts with 
China but probably also to her 
future standing with other Powers 
‘whose freedom to assert their views 
may be expected to increase as 
thelr present. preoccupations dim- 
nish. “At the moment, too, Japan 
is unlikely to desire an addition to| 
the complications of her domestic| 
problems, She might be more| 
leased if China were inclined to| 
intensify the provocation which the, 
Fecent clash would generate. China 
4s, apparently, being wise enough 
to refuse that exeuse for forceful 
action from Japan. Even it it be 
‘accepted that there is ground for 
demanding some sort of reparation 
for the Marco Polo Bridge affair| 
‘and China’s evident weakness en- 
‘courages a generous estimate of the 
requiremebts of the case, Japan 
may come to the conclusion th 
moderation is her best card.

‘It may be argued, 
that as the Council proposed to| 
have the matter investigated by| 
the Special Committee before for- 
mulating {ts proposals, the deciara~ 
tion that it had agreed in principle:

too sweeping. The argument  is| 
diicult to resist, especially as the 
survey of the position which this 
Journal has been able to present to.

Siccawei is 
1 daily reminder of one aspect of| 
that Franco-Chinese co-operation. 
In the perplexing unravelling of 
‘Sino-foreign political problems the 
peculiarly acute insight of French 
iplomats in appreciating Chinese| 
temperament and Chinese thought 
hhas ‘often’ been no ess valuable to| 
other foreign nations than to China 
herself, For that the assiduity of| 
French scholarship and learning} 
‘must be specially commended. The 
practical realism of the French 
mind has fortified habits of inquiry 
[which have more readily smoothed 
the path of international under- 
standing than is sometimes pro- 
erly recognized. The absence of 
réclame for which French methods 
hhave litle room may be responsible 
tor neglect of that achievement by 
easual observers. If so, It merely’ 
underlines the | imporiance and 
effectiveness of the’ contributions 
which France has made to Sino- 
foreign relationships. ‘The linguisti| 
triumph which has so. strongly| 
‘entrenched French literature in the| 
exposition of Chinese affairs, 
despite “the numerically "more! 
powerful combination. of “English- 
speaking students, is highly signif 
cant, The leaven’of French culture 
eannot be ignored in surveying 
Chinese progress, 

‘The French Concession in Shang 
hai gives a pleasant setting. for| 
the time-honoured celebration of! 
Bastille Day. With other European 
communities in this city, Frenchmen 
hhere have sometimes _dificulty 
in assessing the trends of political 
thought active in the motherland! 
as the surge of modern ideas force- 
fully sways the decisions of gov- 
ornments. Equations seem to evade 
solution. ‘The switl of theories and| 
passions becomes — bewilderingly 
batting. Doubts arise whether! 
once treasured axioms still hold 
food.

Whether Mr. Anthony Eden will 
be able by a-tour de force to] 
maintain the precarious unity of 
the Non-Intervention Powers for the 
better liquidation. of the Spanish’ 
crisis remains to be seen. The issue 
seems to turn‘on the readiness of 
the Powers concerned to temper 
solicitude for political prestige with | 
a spirit of compromise. That, 
‘again must largely depend on the| 
extent to which their prudence dis- 
cerns the catastrophic possibilities | 
of a breakdown in the co-opera- 
tive effort to localize the conflict. 
Apart from the cost, engagement 
in this adventure is by no means| 
palatable to Great Britain although 
few will deny that the grave risks] 
‘which, It entails are probably less| 
than would be incurred if no sort 
of effort were made to define out- 
side relations to the civil war in| 
‘Spain. Non-intervention itself is 
the product of a tacit admission. 
‘The community which seeks to] 
organize a system of prohibition 
does not do so unless it has the 
Knowledge that abuse of alcohol 
has become a serious social prob- 
Jem. It may even recognize that 
prohibition may lead to. greater 
abuses than would operate under 
a regime of toleration; that does not 
affect the main point: the admission 
of the drinking habit is there. So, 
if the various Powers had not 
realized that intervention on a| 
large . scale was convertipg the! 
Spanish civil war into a threat to 
Europe's peace, they would pre- 
sumably have ‘saved their breath 
to cool their porridge; they would 
have allowed General “Franco  to| 
settle his differences with the 
‘Spanish Government entirely on) 
the basis of Spanish arguments, 
reinforced perhaps on both sides by 
such external resources as might) 
legitimately be secured in the| 
ordinary course of business. 

‘The whole technique of the Non- 
Intervention scheme is obscure to 
the public, for the simple reason| 
that the requirements of moderately 
friendly intercourse, involved by 
membership of a Committee osten- 
sibly pledged to effect a common 
purpose, demand reticence’ and the| 
sinimum of recrimination. For! 
‘example, apart from the partisan 
declarations of the rival con- 
testants in Spain, there has been| 
no authoritative exposition of the 
extent to which the Spanish civil 
war received its impetus from| 
outside inspiration. It is vaguely 
surmised that the “ideological” 
propensities of the two totalitarian 
‘schools of Europe asserted them- 
selves in Spanish affairs soon after| 
‘the elections of February 1936. It| 
is probably quite impossible to say| 
which of the two was the more| 
active. ‘The bélief that, but for 
‘such intervention, the civil war| 
would have been determined one| 
‘way or the other long ago has been | 
freely expressed and may or may) 
not be justifiable. Great Britain, 
charged with having imported arms| 
into Spain, has categorically given 
reasons for the groundlessness of| 
that charge, but convincing as is| 
that démenti to the mind of the| 
detached observer, it is unlikely to| 
stem the torrent of propaganda 
emanating from minds which do| 
not want to be convinced. Having| 
regard to the principles of the Non-| 
Intervention pact it is bewildering] 
to find, even now, that the existence 
of volunteers in Spain is virtually’ 
admitted by at least one of the} 
members of the Committee without | 
‘apparently producing a demand for| 
what the impatient realist would] 
call a “show down". Obviously no} 
member is quite happy that the| 
exposure of facts would assist in 
consolidating unity of purpose.’

AUDACITY SHOWN BY 
‘SMUGGLERS 


Koreans Land Cargo Though 
Outnumbered by Police 
Trost Oun Owit Conmssronsext 

> ‘Tsingtao, July 1. 

‘Smugaling is still rife here. While 
a party-of foreigners was out Ashing 
{rom the rocks at the point on the 
west side of Iitis Huk at about 530 
‘pm. to-day, they noticed” a small 
Junk “Just off-shore acting ina sus- 
Plcfous manner, manned by a’ crew 
ot two, while another two men were 
apparently trying to Keep out of 
sight by lying “down on top of a 
umber of large barrel like bundles 
‘and making for the shingle "beach, 
‘Another two men appeared on the 
Focks nearby ang, after a few shouted 
Instructions in: Korean, the boat was 
‘grounded and" beached. More men, 
Spparenily Koreans alse, trom thelt 
Speech, appeared from "the" woods 
‘and soon abe or seven large bundles 
‘were landed and. taken into. the 
acacia trees and pines covering the 
Hur." All the men bore a ruflanly 
appearance, 

By this time, the Gshing party, 
owing. to the seareity of bites, de” 
lded' to. go for a swim snd of ie 
way to the beach on the East side 
fof the Huk, noticed mere of these 
Fumlanly looking men, who were 

ipparently scouts on the 1ook out for 
possible Interference in thelr nefari- 
us. work, 

‘On arriving at the beach, a fur- 
ther two. men were noticed signalling 
with thelr hands to” another. small 
Junk ‘about 300 yards or 20 offshore, 
‘Soon afler this, a sampan with two 
farmed police (irom the. Titis Huk 
Sub: police’ station) \ was notleed 
utting off to intercept this Sunk 
find the two boats soon returned 10 
ihe beach together—the time being 
‘then about 030 pm. How or why 
the police came to suspect thls sec- 
fond Junk at Mtis"Huke Beach is ‘not 
lear, Dut the fact remains that these 
two police were then reinforced by 
‘about a dozen more who surrounded 
the Junk, 

“Dhis Junk was also manned by a 
lerew of twa with Gwo Koreans sitting 
fon top of about six. wieker baskets. 
On being requested by the police 
{o ge ou of the Sunk, the men fay 
refused. Suddenly, out of the woods, 
about seven or elfht Koreans 
peared, presumably having completed 
Unloading and hiding the contents of 
thelr boat on the other side, and 
dashing down to. this’ junk, began 
unloading the baskels—all this in full 
view of about ‘fifty or sixty forelgn 
‘adults and children “and numerous 
Chinese who were eliher bathing, 
walking or siting around close by. 

“Apparently, this second. junk In 
order not 10 give away” the frat 
fone, due to. police. interference, 
deelded to land ‘at Titis Huk beach

Usly Situation 

Things now began to look ugly 
as the smugglers threatened to strike 
the. pollee. ‘The latter were armed 
with pistols, rifles and bayonets but 
Bid" not ‘use them. One smugsler, 
apparently. in charge, was brandish: 
ing a. dagger ‘andthe police were 
80, overawed by the belligerent 
tilude of the smugglers, inspite ‘of

NEWS AND NOTES FROM SHENSI 


Paoki, She, July 2. 

Undoubtedly the most outstanding 
event of the last Yortnight, » apart 
from the harvesting operations, has 
been the intermittent, heavy rainfall, 
Pack! has “gone wet” with a venge- 
‘ance, greatly enhancing the prospect 
ofa bumper autumn ‘harvest, 
‘Obviously, this has also affected the 
Tevel of the Wel. river, . greatly 
interfered with all modes of travel, 
Resides demonstrating the urgent 
necessity ‘for immediate construction 
‘of a suitable, durable bridge (pre~ 
ferably, of the overflow type) to 
facilitate transportation to and from 
the raithead. 

‘Popular rumour has it that com- 
mencement upon the construction of 
the first section of railway across the 
Fiver to. Tunghochiao Isto. be 
soon; should this be so then the 
railway bridge may appear first 
although recently an oficial party 
traversed the highway from Szechuen 
‘nto Shensi with a” view to effect 
improvements and it was hinted at 
Uhat time that the bridgo for motor 
‘walle would receive serious conside- 
|ration. 

‘Apart from the small motor ferry 
‘a public ferry’ is constantly in 
operation some distance down the 
river. It is invariably erowded with 
oads of brushwood, charcoal and 
produce of various kinds whilst the 
‘Dumerous passengers scramble and 
cluster over everything. Should it be 
true that a large new motor forry 
i now under” construction some 
@istance down the river its arriv 
will only alleviate, not solve the 
problem. It has yet to appear, 

In the meantime bus passengers are 
doomed to spend many hours under 
the burning sun waiting for a cross- 
11g. One afternoon six vehicles from 
Hanchung arrived at the river about 
$30 pm, several military buses: 
‘among them had to unload before- 
hand but it was not until 10 a.m. 
the following morning that the a 
‘one of that batch plowed through the 
‘tmud flats on the city side and went 
‘on their way—rejolcing! 


Military Adventure 

Later, a huge military transport e1 
route for Hanchung arrived just 
Ume te connect witha the empty 
ferry. ‘The coolles did-not appear 
over keen, for the machine was just 
a foot or so short af the total length 
St the deck and well loaded both 
‘with passengers and luggage. Many 
minor ofiais accompanied by num-

‘The combined brains and elrongth 
of the party finally resulted in the 
bus oing unloaded and the driver 
sellfully brought it to rest in safoty 
fon the ferry amidst the plaudits df 
the party. Only the bus could cross; 
the chocks were put in place, the 
ropes cast off and the crew toiled as 
the eraft swung across to reach the 
far side with a siekening crunch, It 
had taken at least two and ono halt 
ours to accomplish, 

‘One and a half hours later the] 
parly and baggage were still on the 
other side waiting to embark. “They 
were the frst in the line.

goods at the appointed time,

Sian troubles put an effective stop 
fo the project and the stones ‘and 
material gradually disappeared.

Coming right In the midst ot the 
}busy season it proved a windfall for 
many of the ‘unemployed besides 
being the means of clearing many 
plots of vacant ground which had 
been the dumping ground for such 
‘rubbish ag small stones. and brick- 
als, ‘The stated supply had hardly 
been prepared when the men, com- 
pany by company, arrived at the 
‘west gate and commenced operations. 
Working with unity and precision the 
youd was rapidly re-graded, gutters 
‘were prepared and other small do- 
tails attended to. 

‘Tho hats and coats of the workers 
were piled in two neat orderly rows 
fon the sidewalk. After this the metal 
Surface was weil rolled into the dirt 
foundation and the whole gradually 
ressed with a thlek layer of sand 
carried from the riverside. A large 
quantity of tools and carrying baskets 
were required and scouting parties 
combed the city borrowing the nec- 
exsary equipment. 

Tt was very hard to raise any 
inarked publie-spiritedness on the 
prt of the people however: this may 
be partly due to the tact that what- 
ever the intentions of the party’ may 
hhave been. they evidently have ex- 
ceedingly short memories and tool, 
like “family heirlooms, are best 
appreciated in the home, ‘The same 
programme is being put into effect 
at Fengsiang and. many general 
improvements are belng made. 

“Modernizing Paokt 

‘The modernization of Paokl Is 
proceeding apace; within the last 
month or so the whole east suburb, 
a distance of three II, has been com- 
pletely re-modelled or built, At the 
present time some very fine bulld- 
‘ings, specially in the neighbourhood 
ef the .railway station, are now. in 
the process of completion, ‘The street, 
self, having been’ widened and also 
straightened, is now In the hands of 
the military’ for the Anal touches. 

‘The barrowmen are enkaged from 
dawn till dark wheeling Targe sacks 
‘of stones from the river and dumping 
them in readiness along the course. 
‘A-number of food ‘shops at present 
hhoused close to the gate in. tents 
sould easily be closed or moved from 
such a prominent position. Glass 
has come into its own; windows, shop 
fronts and showeases' are silent wit- 
esses to the goods that are available. 

‘Of ‘course some queer things arc 
produced by amateur workmen: one 
prominent building has its. ‘glass 
Windows placed outside the protec- 
tive iron "bars, on the street side, 
evidently to Keep the bars from 
getting bent, Another exhibit Is in 
the rear of a local photographer's 
shop. ‘The sereen for the background 
vf his studio has painted upon it a 
life-sized “Model T Ford complete 
with: erank-handle and numberplate. 
But the popularity of the» etudlo 
speaks for itself, Cameras are com- 
ng Into rapid and widespread. use 
all along the railway line. 

Clocks Come into Own

FOREIGNERS IN MANCHOUKUO 


Status on Somewhat Nebulous Basis: Japanese Violate 
‘Agreement with Great Britain 
From Oun Own Conaesroxnexr 


Mukden, July 3. 
‘The status of forelgn residents ‘In 
this country seems to rest on a some- 
what nebulous basis, When the pro- 
clamations were issued announcing 
the establishment of the new régime, 
‘the Government made specific state: 
ments of the principles to which it 
nnd been definitely decided that thelr 
foreign intercourse should conform. 
‘Among these were that the govern- 
ment «should, "Succeed to those 
‘obligations for which tt Is Hable, due 
to the Republic of China, by virtue 
of treaty. stipulations with foreign 
countries." Tt also announced that the 
Government should, “Not. infrings 
upon the acquired rights of | the 
peoples of forelin countries within 
the limits of the state,” and further 
that “Their persons snd properties 
shall be given full protection.” 
Countries which had not. entered 
into formal relations with the new 
Stale, in accordance with interna- 
tional usage availed themselves of the 
ood offices of another country—in 
this case Japan, Foreign . consular 
officers, while they are obliged to 
observe certain conventions because 
yments had not yet en- 
tered into formal diplomatic rela- 
tions with the new State, nevertheless 
hhave established such relations with

Occasionally. one hears complaints 
concerning the treatment of foreign 
assengers by customs and passport 
officers at the Manchoukuo frontiers.

there should be an ample number of 
examiners and inspectors with suf- 
‘lent experience to ensure the smooth

It Is now 25 years ‘since the 
National Bible Soelely of 'Seotland 
Started the circulation of ‘Tibetan 
Scriptures along the ‘frontier. In 
1011, the year of the Chinese Revolu- 
tion, Mr, 'W. B. Souter, the NBSS, 
‘agent, in’ Chungking, now of the In- 
ternalional Famine Rellet Committee 
Shanghai, sent us the first big case, 
‘These we carried in our long journey 
to Dawo, Kanze, Derge, Batang and 
Litang. ‘Tt was one of the first long 
Journeys taken in Eastern Tibet with 
the distribution of the Tibetan 
Scriptuges. as its objective, ‘The 
Journey occupied nearly: two months. 
‘The writer was accompanied by Mr, 
A.J. Clements, now resident In 
Tainan, 

From the spring of 19i1 till the 
present year thousands of Tibetan 
Gospels have been widely circulated 
‘along the border, ‘some years the 
number being from 20,000" to. 30,000. 
And year by year the NBS. has 
‘maintained this good work, the books 
being carried almost entirely to’ the 
frontier by the Post OMmce. The 
NBS, is still carrying on the dis 
tribution of Tibetan literature along 
the border but the circulation has 
decreased considerably, possibly not 
reaching anything like’ 10,000 copies. 

Oda Superstition 

‘The Tibetans, nomad and lama, are 
alll keen to get copies of the Serip- 
tures, but unfortunately very few 
can Understand and appreciate what 
the books contain. As superstition,

tent there may reside what is known 
fas the nomad-lama who at least ean 
read if he cannot understand the 
Mterature.

‘merit in the Land of the Lama, ‘The 
nomad, therefore, is quite prepared 
fo keep the reading Jama supplied 
with the ‘necessary reading matter 
‘and the N.B.SS. portions look clean 
and aliractive "and are’ moreover

He takes a Gospel, of Mark back 
to the camp, which “may be some- 
where on the Gazhe Pass, 10,000 fect

cepts the nicely-printed books dis~ 
tributed by the National Bible Socie- 
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ty of Scotland along the frontier, and 
it he can read, and understand what 
hhe reads, he will not travel very far 
efore he finds himself in antagonism 
with the contents of the book. The 
lama very soon finds himself in op- 
Position to the gospel story. By an 
‘unfortunate translation the word 
priest in the New ‘Testament is trans- 
lated lama and Christ had not 
travelled very far in His ministry 
Yefore he was up against the lama 
‘and the lama was opposed to Christ. 

‘And this ontagonism and bitter 
‘opposition persists throughout the 
gospels. When the ‘Tibetan lama 
reads the beautiful story of the Good 
Samaritan what conelusion will he 
‘come to—"And by chance there came 
down a certain Jama that way: and 
when he saw him, he passed by on 
the other side.” “Not very compli 
mentary! And so on down through 
the gospel story till we read: “The 
voices of the lamas prevailed, re~ 
quiring that he might be crucified.’ 
In the distribution of N.BS.S. Serip- 
ture Portions along the froniler we 
have always been strongly advised, if 
possible, to avold lamaseries; and we 
ean understand why this should be 
0. Give the Tibetan lama cny por- 
lon of the four gospels and) what 
will be his reaction? 


Impervious to Gospel 

‘The National Bible Society of Scot 
Jand ig particularly interested in 
Lamaland and is, prepared to spend. 
considerable sums of money in 
circulating the Scriptures. For 25 
years enormous quantities of litera- 
ture printed in the Tibetan language 
have been, distributed among the 
lamas and nomads with apparently 
Ultle or no result, but the N.BSS. 
is stil prepared to carry on this good 
work. In preaching to the lamas I 
have always avolded the most beauti- 
ful "story in the English literature: 
‘and for obvious reasons. 

Quite recently a journalist got into 
trouble with the Japanese in Shang- 
hal, and when he appealed to his 
Minister, the Minister replied: "Good 
heavens! You surely dont want us 
to declare war on the Japanese.” Yet 
the New Testament is very largely 
a declaration of war on the Tibetan 
lsma, We read: Then assembled 
together the chief lamas and con- 
sulted that they might take Jesus by 
subtility and kill him.” “Further: 
"Then the high lama rent his clothes, 
stying, "He hath spoken blasphemy; 
‘what further need have we of wite 
nesses?" Again: “The chiet lamas 
scught how they might take him by 
‘raft, and put him to death” And 
soon through the pages the lama's 
Ditterness and oppasition to. Christ 
rows from day to day till thelr final 
culmination in the words: “Away 
with him.

which 1,000,000 tung’ trees willbe 
Planted ‘within the next four years. 
The department estimated that in 
1041, a proftt of $35,000 will be 
reaped.

70 KILLED IN BLAST 
AT CHUNGKING 


Chungking, July 17. 

At least 70 lives ‘were “lost and 
more than 300 persons injured when 
the powder plant of the West 
China Development Corporation at 
Hsin ‘Teng Kou opposite Chungking 
exploded at 330 o'clock this after- 
noon, 

So" terrific was the explosion, the 
cause of which is still unknown,’ that 
more than 90 houses within ’ the 
radius of a mile of the factory col- 
lapsed. 

‘Among the 300 injured were 40 
soldiers, and the damage incurred 
hhas not yet been ascertained. 

‘The manager of the factory is now 
being detained by the local authori- 
ties for questioning—Central News.

Faost Oun Own Conmstonoent 


Pution, Fu, July 9, 

‘The writer recorded last’ week that 
a slight earthquake shock was felt 
locally. “News came a few days lator 
that ‘the shock was suffleient to 
destroy two houses in the country. 
‘The owners saw that danger and ran 
outside to safety, except one waited 
until, the walls.were tottering. She 
was knocked down by falling débris, 
but escaped with slight injuries, The 
houses were old and in bad repair, 
‘and a very slight shaking was enough 
to overthrow them. 

Dwellings of the poorer people in 
this district are built .of mud, which 
ig rammed in between two ‘boards. 
The space in between is about six 
feet long and two fect thick. Thus, 
hhouses are built of large blocks of 
solid mud, “A house of this style, 
with attention, may stand for several 
hundreds of years, ‘The roof and the 
eaves must be kept in good repair, 
otherwise rain gels inside the walls 
and renders them unsafe. 

‘A few days ago there was 0 severe 
thunderstorm, and a tree in the 
Sienyu district which was said to be 
500 years od, was struck by light- 
if. It was a fine tree, more than 
30" feet in height, and the villagers 
were greatly distressed, seeing in its 
destruction a bad omen. They there 
fore went to the village temple to 
enquire the cause of this misfortune. 
The priest told them that it was 
owing to a god who was out hunting 
at the time, when the boat in which 
hhe was travelling accidentally collided 
with the tree, The people on 

wing this were more than ever 
alarmed, and are making arrange- 
ments to hold special worship to 
placate the god, 

Considerable Crime 

Every now and then we hear of 
bandit outrages in the hill districts, 
which show that such places are noi 
entirely peaceful. A miller in the 
Slenyu district was in the habit of 
working till midnight and returning. 
fo his home in the dark. One night 
he failed to return, and the following 
motning his relatives found his body 
fon the road a few hundred yards 
from his house. He had been stabbed 
in the head, probably by an enemy 
who sought revenge, Victims. a 
not always people of importance, A. 
short time ago a band of five of six 
tandits kidnapped a boy who was! 
herding cows on the hiliside and 
drove off his cows. In another place: 
there is said to be a band of 100-men 
who make a business of stealing 
cows. 

In this district cows are valuable, 
for the ploughing is done by them, 
and water buffaloes which are used 
50 extensively elsewhere are not. s0 
common here. In spite of cows be- 
Ing 30 numerous, It has been Impos- 
sible to get any beef to eat. For 
some years the munleipal authorities 
have insisted on a tax of $4 on every 
beast that is killed, and the butcher? 
in protest gave up slaughtering cows. 
As there is no mution to be procured 
hhere, we have been limited to pork 
and chickens for meat, Since no cows 
have been killed for three years, 
some are now getting too old for 
ploughing. They. arenot, however, 
considered too old for the table, 0 
the ban has boen lifted. It has Been 
deckled that one cow may be killed 
each day, and beef is appearing for 
‘sale in the market, ‘The tax, how- 
ever, still stands at $4, and this is 
charged as a fee for the inspection of 
the animal, to see whether it is At 
for human food. “As the whole 
carease sells for less than $20, the 
coer anno bt cis 

vernment Rice Levy 

‘the old publ gronaries inthe ety 
are once more coming into Use, as the 
order has gone out from the Govet 
‘ment that every household is to give 
three calties of rice a year, to be 
stored in the ranaries in ease of 
need. The Putien granarles had not 
been used for more than 20 years, 
and a quantity of rice had been 
stored there for that longth of time. 
In the course of years the grains hod 
Decome dried up, and: had lost all 
their food value, but the people have 
teen glad to buy this old rice, believ- 
ing that it has great’ value as = 
medicine. In future rice which has 
heen stored for a year is either to 
be sold, or to be given back in ex- 
change for newly harvested rice, and 
the granaries are to be kept filed 
witha supply of good rice in case 
of national need. ‘The farmers who 
own paddy-flelds find no diffeulty in 
meeting with the Government's re- 
‘quirements, ‘but those who farm 
lunirrigated land have lodged a pro- 
test. ‘Their chief crops are beans 
and sweet potatoes, and they have 
very little rice even for thelr own 
consumption,

“All 
the shops on both sides have been 
pulled down and are’ being rebuilt on 
8 street four times its former width. 


Priceless Antiques in Ruins 


‘The famous Pellin Forest of Tablets: 
Is also in ruins. All the sheds have 
been pulled down and the priceless 
stones. piled on the ground, except 
the Nestorian ‘Tablets and the Con- 
fueian Classics, which are covered 
with matting, ‘and the portrait of 
Confucius is’ still standing in its 
wooden alcove, 

‘The Nanking Government is said to 
have granted $60,000 to rebuild this 
‘art gallery of stone treasures. Tb is 
hoped that it will be done worthily. 
A mistake to be avolded has been 
made in the local museum, where a 
lass sereen has been put before the 
remarkable Tang horses.

Shui ‘has been started in its place— 
some say this is but a temporary 
arrangement until a Business ‘Tax is 
set up, after which there will not be 
‘ny change, but this seems too sweep~ 
ing a statement to make, The fact 
Is that whatever changes are made 
it is not at all likely that the Gov- 
‘ernment will forgo any means of 
adding to revenue. 

‘The terrible stories of soldiers 
shooting lepers in Kwangtung seem 
to Indleate a disposition-on the part 
of the Chinese to deal with the plague 
of leprosy in a drastic way indeed, 
fand on two occasions within recent

yeur, The ‘money is 
flowing in from the United States, 
Canada and Australia, Straits Settle- 
ment, Philippines and Java, 

Local manufacturers also welcome 
this new monetary stability, as thelr 
goods are sold in large quantities in 
‘Swatow, Kongmoun, Canton and 
other places in Kwanglung. ‘The 
Chinese industrialists in dongkong 
have given up their attempts to sock 
for a preferential treatment for thelr 
‘oods, seeing the hopelessness of such 
efforts. ‘They are, however, comfort-

Civil Servants Again Enjoy Full Salaries: Compulsory] 
Pasteurization of Milk Postponed

‘Alter having suffered salary. culs 
for a perlod of eighteen months, 
Hongkong civil servants are now en- 
Joying full restoration of the levy. 
‘The original cause of the deduction, 
whlch was on a variable percentage 
basis, according to the scale of salary 
enjoyed, was the slump in the sterling 
Value of the dollar, which meant a 
tremendous Increase in the vole for 
emoluments, due to the fact that 
offleers recruited trom Home are pad 
en a sterling basis. Begun on Jan- 
‘uary 1, 1936, the levy was, by reason 
of the ‘ananelal position, of 
the Colony, continued on a modifted 
form for the first six months of 

year, this step being 
reluctantly approved by the Secre- 
tary of State, The nancial. position 
hhas, however, now so greatly im- 
proved (revenue for the frst halt of 
the your showing an increase of over 
$1,800,000 compared with the same 
Period last year) that . it. was 
deemed possible to remove the levy 
altogether .as from July . 

‘The Colonial ‘Treasurer, in moving 
‘abolition of the levy at a meeting of 
the Legislative Council, said its can- 
tinuance was felt to be a hindcance 
to the recruitment of new officers 
and a bad advertisement of the 
Colony’s financial standing. ‘There 
was no opposition to the motion—a 
cireumstance which thas occasioned 
some surprise, One journal, indeed, 
spoke of the “almost indecent hast 

















and silence” with which the resol 
tion was carried through, aud re- 
ferred to the fact that no! mention 





was made by the Government spokes-

Salaries and Penslons 

Occasion has also been taken by 
the Press to refer to the heavy bur- 
den which so. small a Colony as 
Hongkong has to bear in the way of 
oficial salaries “and: pensions.

some scheme of ordered planning to 
Jaccount for the wealth of trees and 
Mowering shrubs seen all over the 
Colony. Chief praise for the effects 
produced ig due to Mr, Harold Green,

}26 years’ service. During his régime, 
thousands of roadside trees have been 
planted, to say nothing of the whole- 
sule distribution of pretty flowering 
shrubs.

2,000 
flowering lonts have been lait out 
in the Deep Water Bay region. Des- 
spite depredations—for despollers of 
the countryside are a constant 
‘menace—and the effects of weather, 
‘most of these plantings have survived 
Jand in some cases have been self- 
propagated, with the result that the 
/work Which Mr. Green initiated and 
supervized will remain as a constant 
reminder of his services. 

Greater interést in the eltrus indus- 
try in recent years has led to the 
establishing of eltrus plots at Fanling, 
a branch of horticulture which Mr.

KIAOYU RIOT 


Peace Corps Contingent

FLOOD PROTECTION 
WORK FINISHED 


New Pump to Be Tried Out 
Over Week-end 


‘The flood-protection system on The 
Bund has been completed by the 
Public Works Department and test 
ing of the new pump installed near 
the foot of Foochow Road will start 
‘on July 23 and will be continued over 
the week-end, it is understood, 

A two-foot sea-wall Is one of the 
detences against high water and this 
rampart has now been finished and 
will serve to minimize flood danger 
‘along the entire Bund. 

Work started on June 10 and was 
rushed so as to complete: the scheme 
Jn time for the start of the typhoon 
season, The sea-wall was bullt from 
the War Memorial north and extends 
the whole length of The Bund, ex- 
cept from Kiukiang Road to Peking 
Road where the now raised foreshore 
affords protection. 

‘The pump 1s situated underneath 
‘The Bund near the Hongkong and 
Shanghal Bank. It is an electrically- 
Powered device able to pump about 
3,000 gallons of water per. minute 
by centrifugal, force. ‘The acid test 
for ‘the pump" would be a typhoon 
at high tide blowing the water up 
the Whangpoo River. It is “hoped, 
through its use, to bring about condi- 

ions in the drains similar to those 
at low tide even when the fide Is 
up, It is expected that the week- 
fend’s trials, at high tide, will pro- 
vide an index to the utility of the 
Installation in times of emergency.

FLOUR EXPORTATION 
PROHIBITED 


Shipments to Northern Ports 
Held Up by Order 


‘The exportation of wheat flour from 
Shanghai, both abroad and constwise, 
has been’ temporarily prohibited, The 
order, issued by the Customs in ac- 
cordance with Government. instrue- 
lions, has checked the outflow of a 
large quantity of this . commodity 
already loaded on to Chinese vessels 
destined for the northern ports, 

‘The sudden official ban has, how- 
ever, caused concern among local 
agents of northern flour merchants, 
It was pointed out that the action 
would send flour prices in ‘Tientsin 
and Pelping sky-high. Tt was further 
contended. that measures had been 
Gevised by the Shanghai Flour Trade 
Association and the Association ot 
Flour Factories in the Interior to see 
‘that all the consignments of four 
manufactured by them reach proper 
Quarters. According to these 
measures, the purchasers had to show 
certificates by the military authorities 
for the district Chinese chamber of 
commerce if the supply is for the 
military or district consumption, 


161,100 Bags Shipped 
It was estimatedslocally that a total” 
‘of 161.700 bags of flour was exported 
between July 11 and July 13, and con- 
sequently wheat and ‘flour prices kept 
fa steady” upward trend, Prices 
Quoted. on the local exchanges were 
regulated by the authorities, and very 
little ‘business was reported. Of the 
quantity of four exported, 142,100 
bags went to Tientsin, 16,000 bags to 
Chinwangtao, 1,100 bags to Tsingtao, 
jand 500 bags to Welhaiwei. 

‘A large quantity of rice was also 
reported to have been exported to 
northern ports dn the past few days, 
‘On July ‘4, over 20,000 bags were 
purchased here for the north.

Tn that year, suddenly and without 
warning, Japan, in the belief that the 
world was too" preoccupied with Ane 
Great War to Interfere, presented 21 
demands. Had these demands been 
‘accepted in their entirety, they would 
have made China a dependency of 
Japan. In 1922, mainly. through the 
influence exerted by the United States 
of America, a Nine-Power Treaty was 
signed to guavantec the territorial 
integrity of China, ‘but in 1931 this 
‘treaty was violated by Japan when 
‘she invaded Manchuria and threatened 
to occupy Petping and Tientsin. China 
‘then was incapable of offering an 
veffective resistance and agreed to the 
demilitarization of a zone. in. the 
‘eastern portion of a Chinese province, 
called Hopel, adjoining the Great 
‘Wall, 

Background of Situation 


Soon afterwards, Japan instigated a 
Chinese traitor, "Yin Ju-keng, to 
declare the demilitarized zone in- 
Gopendent of opel and warnea 
Nanking that she would not permit 
foree to be used against him. Next 
Japan occupied the northern portion 
‘of another Chinese province, Charhar. 
‘Then she tripled her military force 
in North China, Towards the end of 
ast year Japan tried unsuccessfutly 
to conquer still another Chinese pro- 
vinee, Suiyuan, Since 1035 ‘the 
Japanese statesmen have reiterated 
thelr ‘so-called “immutable” deter 
mination to bring five more of the 
provinces of North China under their 
control, 

‘The ‘peculiar relationship between 
‘China and Japan~singularly one- 
sided—can better be understood if 
‘you will imagine for a moment that 
jan allen force from’ overseas had 
selzed the New England States. As 
fa matter of fact, the four North- 
‘eastern Provinces of China, generally 
known as Manehuria, are much larger 
than your New Engiand States. They 
Thave ‘an area of $00,000 square’ miles, 
which. is practically equivalent to 
your New England States plus Texas, 
‘oF about the size of your two largest 
states, namely, Texas and California 
combined. 

‘But to get on with this simile-~ 
suppose that this alien force which 
ad selzed your New England was 
using that territory as a base for the 
conquest of the rest of the country, 
‘but particularly ‘the Atlantic Coast 
States, say from’ Virginia northward 
‘ond oxtending west to include the 
territory of the Great Lakes through 
‘Michigan, Wisconsin on. Into the 
northeweit, Now, the elty of Peiping, 
former capital of China, which is 
‘Japan's immediate objective in the 
fresh crisis which she created ton 
days ago, is located like Washington 
about eighty miles inland from the 
sea coast. Our outlet on the coast 
ig Tientsin, just as New York or 
Philadelphia or Baltimore are outlets 
‘of Washington. Prior to the present 
crisis, Japan stationed 7,000. soldiers. 
at ‘ientsin” and 3,000 "soldiers at 
Pelping and its neighbourhood, much 
in excess of the number allowe 
under the Boxer Protocol. : 


Beginning of ‘Trouble 

At 10 o'clock on the evening of 
Wednesday, July 7, a detachment of 
these Japanese’ soldiers were con- 
ducting manoeuvres with live am- 
munition Instead of blank cartridges, 
beneath the walls of Wanping, a town 
garrisoned by Chinese troops. Wan- 
ing is close to the Marco Polo Bridge, 
Wwhieh is one of the most famous 
edifices of the kind in the worl 
‘The bridge gets its name from the 
well-known Venetian traveller who 
visited China In the 12th Century.

In order to 
‘kup. thelr expansionist pro- 
faramme, within @ week 25,000 Japan- 
jose soldiers have been moved into the 
Peiping-Tientsin district “to chastise 
the outrageous Chinese” according to 
the statement made by thelr senior 
foflleer. It has been further announced 
‘in Tokyo that the Japanese intend to 
send five full divisions, which means 
that they will shortly have 100,000 
troops in North China.

“Insulting” Acticle Leads to 
Attack on Newspaper 


Hurling a bieycle through a win-| 
dow to send glass flying in all direc- 
ons, tearing off telephone connec 
tions, and Knocking furniture about, 
a group of more than ten irate. 
Mohammedans wrecked the offices of 
the “Hwa Mei Wan Pao,” an evening 
newspaper at 172 Avenue Edward 
Vif, on July 17 ag a protest against 
the’ publication of an article con- 
sidered insulting to Mohammedanism. 

"The police were called to the scene 
and made one arrest, the remainder 
of the wrecking party being still at 
large. The only injury was sulfer~ 
ed by one of the staff members of 
the newspaper whose head was cut 
by dying glass. He was sent to 
the Chinese Lester Hospital and de- 
tained, but his injuries are reported 
to be not very. serious 

‘The article which so. angered the 
Mohammedans was entitled “Why 
Mohammedans Do Wot Eat Pork” 
‘and was published in the supplement 
age of the evening paper on July 
15." The article suggested ‘that 
‘Mohammedans would not eat pork be- 
‘cause their ancestors were pigs. 

‘The ire of people of that faith was 
immediately ‘aroused and a. repre- 
sentative was sent to lodge a verbal 
protest with the newspaper yester~ 
day. He was received. politely 
by the editor who promised to pub- 
ish a correction in that night's issue. 

Search for Writer 

‘Suddenly at 4 pm, a group of more 
than ten Mohammedans stormed into 
the office of the newspaper and de- 
manded that the author of ‘the al 
legedly insulting article be handed 
‘over fo them within two minutes 
time. 

Before the time limit had elapsed 
‘and ‘while the mangement ws 
making efforts to settle the affa 
quietly the Mohammedans went into 
action with considerable force. The 
ppolice soon arrived on the scene, 
but the majority of the perpetrators 
were quick in making a getaway.

MPHAT a national holiday is by no means reserved merely for 


members of one nationality 


only, especially when celebrated 


in such an international community as exists in Shanghai; was 


amply proved to the many who 


were guests. of the French ‘com- 


munity on their great day of the year on July 14. From the parade 


in Koukaza Park in the early morning to the long li 





f receptions 


which followed it, July 14 was the occasion for rejoicing not only 


by local Frenchmen, but also by 


their friends of all other nation- 


alities represented in Shanghai, who joined just as enthusiastically 
in the toast of “Vive La France” which was repeated many times 


before the day was out. 

‘Aitending recoptions in different 
paris of the Concession in the heat 
Which has prevailed for the greater 
part of the last fortnight would not 
exactly have been the most enjoyable 
form of celebration, it was, therefore, 


with feelings of rellef that hosts and: 


quests arose to find another-mild day, 
Which seemed to have been specially 
ordered for July 14. Certainly the 
‘weather gould not have been kinder 
fora national holiday than it was 
yesterday, one of the only cool days 
ineo the hot weather began. 

Once a year only are the French 
naval and military forces and the 
Concession police and fire brigade, 
Drought together in a big turn out. 
When they do hold a parade, how- 
‘ever, it. Is something really’ worth 
‘watching, being one of the big 
events of the year to the local 
French community. As usual, yes- 
terday's parade wont oft faultlessly, 
‘and once more the impression was 
given thét the various units taking 
part in the dispay have been 
Drought up to the highest pitch of 
training for the important part 
whieh they play in the administra 
tion of the French Concession, 


Admiral Arrives 


Drawn ‘up in: Yhree sides of a 
square, the parade awaited the 
arrival of Vice-Admiral ‘Jules Le 
Bigot, Commander-in-Chiet ont the 
French naval forces in the Far 
East, and of the French Consul 
General, M. Baudez, With a fanfare 

unding “Garde & Vous,” 
party was saluted on ar 
rival, the parade presented arms, and 
all stood as the band played the 
“MarsoiLlaise.” 

‘Multi-coloured uniforms made. up 
the parade, ranging trom the white 
summer dress of sailors from the 
Lamotte ‘Plequet, on the extreme 
left, to the blue and khaki uniforms 
‘of soldiers and police. On the ex:

police cyclists. Walking slowly along 
the ranks, the admiral made his ine 
apection, "Then came a proud mom- 
‘ent for four Frenchmen in the par- 
ade, two from the Admiral’s flagship, 
‘and two well-known local residents 
Before an assembly consisting of 
‘high naval, military, consular and 
diplomatic representatives of all na- 
Yionalities, they received decorations 
bestowed ‘upon them by their gov- 
‘ernment.

Dr. Inui on His Recent Tour 
of Australia 


“The real Land of the Rising Sun” 
‘was the deseription given to Australia 
and New Zealand by Dr. K. S. Inui 
in the course of a talk before the 
Shanghai Retary Club on July 15 on 
the subject of his recent eleven 
months’ tour of the two countries. 
Dr. Inui said that when he lett 
‘Shanghai for the south, he felt he was 
travelling to the west. But one- 
third of Australia, three-quarters of Its 
population and, of course, the whole 
of New Zealand were actually west of 
a Une drawn vertically through 
Tokyo. 

“In New Zealand they welcome the 
morning sun before we do here,” he 
said with a smile, “and so when we 
came back from ‘this trip we were 
really returning from a visit to the 
Feal Land of the Rising Sun.” 

He was impressed by a number of 
things about the Australians and New 
Zealanders. For one thing, they seem 
to be imbued with a growing sense 
of “Pacific-conseiousness.” This was 
not a reflection on their Imperial 
sentiments or ties, he hastened to 
add; far from it. ‘But that “Pacife- 
consciousness” was due to the situa- 
tion now prevailing in south and 
wastern Europe, and to thelr realiza- 
tion of thelr economic Importance and 
to the position they held in the affairs 
of the world, particularly on the 
Pacific, 

‘They realized the mutual advantayes 
of the exchange of commodities and 
goods between the countries of the 

elfle, Japan had been buying about 
50,000 bales of wool from Australia; 
Great Britain exported 27% per cent. 
of her wool to foreign countries and 
‘Japan 3% per cent. ‘The consumption 
‘of wool in Japan was almost as great 
fas that In Great Britain, which was 
‘Australia's biggest purchaser. 


Export Needs 

‘They also realized that the majority 
of the British Colonies and Dominion 
Produced more or Jess similar kinds 
Of primary products, and they no 
‘doubt felt that they could not hope to 
dispose of all of these in European 
markets—they realized the necessity 
for export markets in the Far East. 
Similarly, the countries of the Far 
East realized that they must export 
their goods not only to Europe and 
‘America but also to the countries of 
the south. Because of the realization 
of all this, sald Dr. Inul, there was a 
jereat awakening of “Pacific-conscious- 
ness" in Australia and New Zealand. 

Another thing that greatly impress- 
‘ed him was the wonderful display of 
kindness and cordial hospitality shown | 
him on his tour. He gave several 
examples, including an occasion at 
Ballarat, ‘the gold mining centre ot 
eastern ‘Australia.

SOLDIER-JOURNALIST 
IN SHANGHAI 


Major A. N. Macfadyen Tells 
of Varied Career 


A veteran soldict and’ journalist, 
who hhas-deseribed and fought in 
seven wars in varlous parts of the 
world, beginning with the campaign 
of the Inte” Viscount Wolseley in 
Ashanti, ‘passed through | Shanghal 
‘on July 13 on his way to Tsingtao 
from Hongkong, accompanied by his 
wife. Major A, N, Macfadyen came 
to. Hongkong seven years ago on a 
month's visit, He exiended that stay 
until he now is not at all sure when 
he will return to pay one of those 
periodical visits which he has felt 
impelied to pay to his native land in 
the course ofa long life spent abroad, 
‘At all events, campaigning in hot 
climates and ’ journalism appear to 
be good for the health, as Major 
Macfadyen looks far younger ” than 
his years, although at the moment 
‘travelling’ to recuperate from in~ 
disposition lately afflicting him in 
Hongkong, 

He learnt his journalism in that 
good school at the head of which Sir 
Edward Cook, better known as E, 'T. 
Cook, presided, and it was os a 
correspondent of the late “Daily 
|News" that Major Macfadyen march- 
ed with Wolscley into the Ashanti 
eountry and later was present in 
[citchener's rst Egyptian campaign, 
in which the battles of Dongola and 
Atbara were fought. With Lord 
Milner, Major Macfadyen went out 
to South Africa in an appointment 
in government service, and he served 
in the South African War with the 
Highland Brigade, being present at 
the disastrous battle of, Magers 
fonteln, 

In German East Afrlea 
He remained in South Africa, and 


Hin the early days of the Great’ War 


he recruited men for the railways to 
be built in German South-West 
Africa, He then obtained permission 
to join the army again and he was 
sent to German East Africa, where 
he had the unenviable experience of 
fighting on the equator. Most ine 
teresting, however, was his account 
of Sekenki, not far from the head~ 
quarters of the German mines in 
Tanganylka, He was put in charge 
|.of that station and he saw the mea- 
sures taken to preserve the mines, 
‘with their machinery, Intact. SO 
that at the end of the War, when ‘Tan- 
ganylka became mandated territory, 
the German company received back 













the whole of thelr plant in good 
condition, and those mines are again 
being operated by Germans—but that 
fuct, as Major ‘Macfadyen pointed 
out,’ is not suMclently known because 
the’ shares are mainly dealt with on 
the Berlin exchange and consequent 
ly do not come under outside notice, 
Actually Germany Is importing more 
from mandated territory than she 
did in the pre-war days when it was 
2 German colony, the mines them- 
selves are giving out more gold than 
they did in the old days, and the 
prospects of further development are 
thought to be great. 

During his time in Sekenkl, the 
vicissitudes of war brought two Brit- 
ish officers in search of cattle from 
various points in the East Afriean

American Throws Suitcase 
Into Whangpoo River 


A search is being conducted for 
two Chinese who wrote letters to 
Alexander Gonzales, a fireman in the 
‘American steamer Steel Mariner, in 
eluding him to smuggle vplum out of| 
Shanghai. 


Gonzales, who is now being held 
in the Ward Road Gaol, is a former 
Colombian naturalized an American 
Jeitizen, and his voyage in the Steel 
Mariner was his first trip to Shang- 
hal. It is evident that he was singled 
cut by agents of the oplum ring, 
before he left America, as a “likely” 
man to approach on his arrival in 
Shanghal. He had no previous know- 
ledge of ‘the two Chinese who wrote 
kim before his arrival here. Tt is 
understood that the American au- 
thorities irr Shanghal have now learn 
ed the Identity of the two letter- 
writers. 


According to Gonzales's story, he 
was offered $1,500 to deliver a suitcase 
in Manila, He accepted the offer, he 
says, without knowing that the baa 
contained smoking opium. The au- 
thorities are somewhat sceptical of 
this story and believe that the opium 
was to” have been delivered in 
America, as in previous cases. 
Gonzales was arrested as he tried 
to take the sultease on board the 
Steel Mariner in Pootung. He threw 
it overboard when questioned by a 
watchman, but the River Police later 
ragged the river in the vicinity a 
recovered 63 tins of prepared opiu: 
‘each containing five taels of the nar 
‘cotic, Gonzales is to be tried in the 
United States Court for China.

JAPANESE ARRESTED 
AS SPY RETURNS 


Experiences of Mr. S. Sato in 
Interior Recounted 


Freed after five days detention on 
suspicion of espionage, Mr. Sutezo 
Sato, a geologist attached to the 
Shanghal Sclence Institute, “Route 
Ghisi, returned here on 'Suly 14 
from Hankow in the Rakuyo Maru, 

Looking none the worse for his 
experience, Mr. Sato told the “Shang- 
hal Nippo™ that this “jail visit" was 
“not so bad,” were it not for the 
crowds of spectators who flocked to 
the little town of Patung, northern 
Hupeh, to see the imprisoned 
Japanese. 

Ste. Sato admitted that be had 
given up his offorts to socure the 
Felease of his Chinese assistant, Li, 
now being held in a Hankow jail, 
the request of Li's family. Mr, 
said he left here late in April for a 
Geological tour of the upper reaches 
‘of the Yangtze. While travelling in 
Szechuen, he injured his leg and on 
‘May 17 arrived in Ichang to receive 
‘treatment. 

Before returning to the drabness of 
‘Shanghai, Mr, Sato decided to visit 
Sanklang, one of the famous scenic 
spots inthe upper reaches of the 
river. He accordingly hired a Chi- 
hese boat, which brought him and 
Li to Patung on June 1. 


Story of Arrest 


“The boat was anchored _olong- 
side the bank and I was preparing 
lunch,” said Mr, Sato, recounting the 
story of his capture, 

“Li went ashore on business. He 
was searched by Chinese policemen, 
‘who found a map in his pocket. He 
was then taken to the offites of the 
Peace Preservation Corps, and short- 
ly, afterwards they arrested me. 

‘“E showed them my safe-conduct, 
‘and explained that the map found 
‘on Li could be used only for selentitie 
purposes. ‘The offleer in charge 
appeared to understand my explana- 
tion and showed signs of relenting. 

“But suddenly he left the room, 
telling me that he was going to con- 
sult the hsien magistrate. About an 
hour Inter he-returned, and my boat 
man, Li and I were thrown in jail. 
fy request for permission to send 
fa telegram to the. Japanese consulate 
in Tehang was ‘refused. On the 
third day, the Chinese boatman was 
released and I was able to commun- 
fate with Iehang through him.

Mining Output May Outstrip South Africa as Stocks 
Reach U.S.$7,000,000,000 Peak 


San Francisco, July 15, 


HILE the United States has been building up an idle and 
inactive gold reserve of $12,000,000,000, Soviet Russia has 


established for herself through 





intensive gold mining an active 


reserve of $7,000,000,000, according to information secured by the 


Institute of Pacific Relations. 


As a result of the enormous increase in her gold production, 
Soviet Russia is consolidating her world economic position to a 


remarkable degree, according to 

Amongst some of the results ac~ 
eruing from her intensive gold min- 
‘ing, the Institute has received reports 
of large gold shipments by the Soviets 
to England which would indicate that 
the Soviels now consider thelr gold 
supply sufficient to enable them to use 
it in building up reserves in foreign 
‘c&change, 

‘Other factors that have developed 
include large repayments of foreign 
debts, It also has enabled them for 
8 number of years to have @ favour- 
able trade balance although this de- 
‘creased this year. 


Cash Payments for Imports 

Reports from London also are to 
the effect that the Soviet importers 
now are paying for their purchases 
abroad largely’ in cash instead of 
availing themselves of the $50,000,000 
credit facilities that were accorded 
them in England last year. 

‘The fect that the credit was the 
only one accepted by them in 1930 

idlcates also that they are confident 
‘that thelr output of gold will be 
‘sufficient to enable them to pay for 
their importations in cash hereatter, 
when ‘trade conditions necessitate, 
‘The Soviets, the Institute finds, also 
have begun even to make repayments 
‘of various foreign eredits before they 
‘began to fall due, 

‘The final conclusion by the Institute 
of the effect of this intensifed gold 
production In Soviet Russia is that 
her decreased foreign debt has 
lessened the necessity for a large 
favourable trade balance and that 3 
gold supply sufficient to ship abroad 
relieves her further of pressure on 
merchandise exports to meet foreign 
committments 

‘The development of gold production 
fn Soviet Russia came just within a 
few years after the Gold Commission 
of the League of Nations, following 
3 world wide survey, reported that 
‘owing to the gradual exhaustion of 
the South African gold flelds, the 
‘world in another §0 years would not 
be producing enough gold to meet its 
monetary needs. 

S. Afriea to Be Execeded? 

This year the Soviets expect to 
exceed the gold production of South 
Africa, According to the survey of 
the Institute Soviet gold deposits have 
been estimated at ‘one-third of the 
world's total resources of that meta). 

Last year Russia far outstripped 
‘both the United States and Canada 
where production was around 3,700,- 
00, ounces each with Canada slightly 
inthe Tea 

‘The Soviets now place their gold 
production for 1930 at 10,600,000 
‘ounces, or $371,000,000, while the 
South African mines produced 11,- 
390,000 ounces. ‘This year the Soviets 
‘expect to exceed the latter, and ase 
sume the first place in world gold 
production, 

If the estimate of the $7,000,000,000 
gold reserve in Russia is correct, i 
means that the Soviets have the 
second largest gold reserve in the 
world, ‘The United States leads with 
$12,000,000,000; Great Britain would 
come third with $2,600,000,000; France 
fourth with "$2,900,000,000, ana 
‘Switzerland, Belgium and the Nether- 
lands trailing with reserves ranging 
teetween $600,000,000 and $05,000,000

HEALTH REPORT FOR JUNE 


In his report to the Shanghal 
Muntcipal Couneit for June the 
Acting Commissioner of Public Health, 
Dr. E, F, Duck, states that an. analy- 
sis'of the vital statistics and records 
‘of communicable disease docs not 
show anything worthy of special 
‘mention. "Although the foreign death 
rate registered a notable drop, that 
of the Chinese community incressed 
very slightly. 

‘Mortality from communicable dis- 
ease was considerably less than in 
May. ‘The incidence of notifiable 
respiratory group diseases also 
clined appreciably, but was replaced 
by that of the intestinal group which 
showed a seasonal rise. 


By the time this report is pub- 
fished “summer temperatures ‘will 
prevall, .henee a word of udviee is 
Jopportune. In ‘the first. place, pro- 
eclive Inoculation against typhoid 
fever and cholera should be attended 
{to without further delay; this warn- 
ing is particularly applicable to new 
comers who, for’ the most part, are 
lunaware of local conditions and the 
numerous sources of possible infec 
ion. “Secondly, it is essential that 
personal supervision be given to the 
kitchen and pantry and to the pre- 
vention of fly Infection arising from 
such sourees as uncovered refuse bins, 
uunsereened servants’ latrines, lc. 
While on this subject, one might 
remark that many residents who are 
presumably aware of the warnings 
{that are constantly being published, 
persist In consuming salads which 
{they accept at thelr face value and 
{the source and preparation of which 
jean only be a matter of conjecture 
nd pious hope. 














Sickness of Servants 


Sickness amongst servants should 
Ihe the subject of enquiry, and if 
Jdoubt exists, a few cents ‘spent on 
Jsdvice ‘obtainable from the nearest 
hospital out-patient clinic may lead 
to the discovery of some form of 
Jcommunicable disease and prevent it, 
{from spreading to other persons. 
‘All those about to depart on holi- 
Jday are reminded of the necessity 








for care in the consumption of fruits 
‘and sea foods sueh as lobsters, crabs,

INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENT 
IN JUNE 


‘There were 224 industrial and 
‘occupational accidents reported to the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Couneil during 
June. Of these, cleven were fatal, 
‘Twelve women ‘were injured. ‘The 
causes of 217 accidents are known 
‘with suMlcient accuracy; 130 were the 
subject of investigation and instruc- 
tion in prevention, 

Classified by causes, 72 accidents 
were associated with machinery 
‘moved by mechanical power, one be- 
Ing fatal. Five were due to electrical 
causes, three fatal; 14 resulted from 
luse of hot or corrosive substances, 
two being fatal. ‘Thirty-eight per- 
sons were injured by falling bodies, 
fone fatally, and 24 fell, two with fatal 
Fesults, Four accidents were asso- 
elated ‘with the use of hand-drawn 
vehicles, one being fatal. 

Classified by industries, 39, two 
fatal, took place in the machinery 
and ‘metal products trades: 12, one 
fatal, in the metal industry: six, one 
fatal, in woodworking trades: 16, one 
fatal, on buildings under construc- 
tion:'25, two fatal, in textile trades: 
19, one fatal, in the clothing indus 
try: 13, one’ fatal, In the food and 
rinks ‘trades: and 43, one fatal, in 
transportation activities, 


‘Man Seizes Belt 

In one fatal case in the textile 
trades a worker employed as a fitter 
apparently attempted to shift the 
‘main belt on a carding machine on 
to the loose pulley in order to grind 
the cards. It is belleved that his 
coat sleeve was caught by the belt, 
and, in order to extricate it, he grip= 
‘ped’ the belt and was earried to the 
main shaft, His head hit the cons 
erele ceiling, fracturing the skull 
‘and one leg: the body was carried 
down by the belt and dropped. +A 
‘worker in another mill suffered com- 
pound fracture of the left arm and 
fracture of ribs under somewhat 
similar circumstances on a. waste 
‘opener: his sleeve was-caught by a 
main belt, and his arm drawn into 
the main’ pulley, but apparently he 
did not grip the: belt. 

‘Another fatal case ‘occurred when 
a cotton mill chain grate boller wae 
undergoing fortnightly cleaning. The 
dlowdown valve was found to be 
clogged, and a mechanic and his 
assistant were detailed to clear this 
The valve is a worm geared type, 
flanged to the boiler blowdown line 
and to the pipe leading to a drain. 
‘The mechanic in error opened ap 
the flanges on the boller side of the 
valve, so that, as the boiler was still 
under some sieam pressure, the con- 
tents were emitled with a roar. ‘Ths 
assistant was trapped between the 
rushing stream of water and steam. 
and the wall at the back of the 
Boller room. He lost his senso of 
judgment, “opened a flue cleaning 
door, and rushed Into the still hat 
combustion chamber, where he was 
Teter found dead. ° 

In a shoot galvanising works a man 
climbed on the top of a flue of a 
‘smelting plant which was not work: 
ing, In order to dry his clothes, 
Covers of the fluc: had been taken 
Off to make repairs: the worker felt 
into the hot flue channel and was 
Eurnt to death, 


Struck by Planks 

In a timber work’, some planks on 
fa flat truck had been taken from 
‘gangsaw on a mezzanine floor down 
rallg on a ramp by means of a cable 
holst. A worker was detaching the 
cable and hitching on, another to 
take the truck up the ‘ramp to an- 
other saw, when the planks fell off 
the truek-on to his back. He wa 
killed. Planks are usually laid on 
trucks with short lengths laid across 
at right angles for bonding. This 
was not done inthe instance re- 
ported. :

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GERMANY, RUSSIA SIGN 
NAVAL TREATIES 


London, July 17. 

Provisions of the London Naval 
‘Teeaty of 1936 were extended to 
Germany and Russia to-day when 
bilateral naval agreements between 
Great Britain and Germany and be- 
tween Great Britain and Soviet Rus- 
sia_were signed in London. 

“The Foreign Secretary, Mr. Anth- 
‘ony Eden, and the First Lord of the 
‘Admiralty, Me..A. Dull-Cooper, sign 
ed for Britain; Herr Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, the German Ambassador, 
for Germany, and and M. vi 
Maisky, the Soviet Ambassador, and 
the Soviet Naval Attaché for Russia, 

‘The treaties require ratification. 
‘They will come into force atthe 
same time as the London Naval 
‘Treaty and after the two ratifications, 
are exchanged. 

‘The coming into force of the Lon- 
don ‘Naval Treaty awaits the passing 
of the London Naval ‘Treaty Bill 
aiving authority to the British Gov- 
ernment to. prohibit firms from 
building ships outside of treaty 
Limits and compelling them to give 
information to the British Govern- 
ment about orders for Foreign Pow- 
ers, but that measure comes up for 
the second reading on July 20, and 
it'is anticipated it will readily” pass 
through the remaining stages. France 
and the United States have already 
deposited their ratifications, and it 
wil) be necessary for the three 
Dominions concerned and the Gov- 
ernment of India also to deposit 
ratifeations here. 


Special Mfodifeations 


‘These two bilateral treaties deal 
with qualitative arms limitalion and 
‘exchange information, and are ba 
‘on the provisions of the 1936 treaty, 
ertain departures having been made 
from the provisions of that instruc 
ment to meet the special rewire 
ments of Russia and Germany, 

‘The British Govesnment have ne- 
foliated them simultaneously, and 
their conclusion is independent, as 
Germany's willingness to sign such 
‘an agreement was subject to the 
signature of a similar Anglo-Soviet 
ualitative treaty. 

Since the Japanese have refused 10 
accept a H-inch gun calibre limita- 
tion for future capital-ships, the rele 
vant article in the London Naval 
‘Treaty is no longer required and does 
not appear in either of the bilateral 
agreements. 

‘During the negotiations Russia 
made certain reservations in respect 
Of her position in the Far East, and 
the Anglo-Soviet Agreement contains 
special provisions freeing the Soviet 
Government from the obligation of 
furnishing any information in regard 
to thelr naval vessels constructed and 
‘employed in the Far East. 

‘Soviet Russia will also, on notiflea- 
tion to the British Government, be 
permitted to depart from the treaty’s 
Qualitative restrictions in the Far 
East without recourse to the pro- 
‘cedure contemplated under article 25 
‘of the London ‘Treaty. 

‘As she is rebuilding her fect,

SABOTAGE IN INDIA 
DISASTER FEARED 
Patna, July 19. 

Rescue parties wore quickly on 
the scene of what has proved one 
of the worst railway accidents in 
India's history, occurring fifteen 
miles from here in the early hours 
f Saturday morning. The casualty 
list is now given as 107 killed, among 
them six women and one child, and 
65 injured, atl the victims being 
Indians. Earlier estimates hed. put 
the dead at 250. 

‘The tragedy happened at about 
4am, when the Punjab Mowrah Ex- 
ress, which had just left Patna on 
iis way towards Caleutta, was enter-

Sabotage is suspected as the cau 
of the disaster as it was found on 
‘investigation that rails near the seene 
hhad ‘been turned up.

China Imports Deoreas 


‘The value of exports trom Burma 
to China has fallen from about 
$6,500,000 (Shanghai dollars) in 1027

and cotton yarn, ‘The amount of 
yarn has fallen from 10,000 to 4,000 
Dales in the last six years, and as 
there ‘are projects of encouraging 
jcotton-growing and textile indus- 
fries in Yunnan. the prospects of this 
trade recovering are not favourabl

}from Burma were to be made, 

Imports into Burma from ‘China 
have not fallen to the same extent,

At the same time as the election 
took place there was a plebiscite on 
ine question of the » Governments 
health Insurance scheme, which had 
met with considerable opposition 
from the medical profession. As a 
result, the Government was given full 
authority by the voters to go ahead 
with a comprehensive plan for wage 
learners. 

‘The political situation in Alberta is 
feecoming more dificult " with each 
passing month, ‘Premier "Aberhart 
fand his Soclal Credit Government are 
stil in control, and appear to have 
4 certain measure of support. They 
fare rather delaying any new policies 
‘until the arrival of one or more ad- 
Visors, who are to assist in appiyi 
the principles of Major Douglas. Al 
berta is becoming most unpopular in 
the investment centres, as. interest 
payments are still being passed up.

London-Montreal Air Servi 


Plans for the starting up of the 
North Atlantic Air Service, London- 
[Montreal have now been announced, 
‘and it is understood that Canada wili 
own 24 per cent. of the enterprise, 
which will be a commercial venture 
with 'a certain amount of Govern- 
mental backing. Great care has been 
Iaken in the establishment of bases. 

For the present it is planned to 
‘have flying boats leave London and 
make intermediate landings at South- 
smpton; Limerick, Ireland; Botwood, 
Newfoundland; New 
Brunswick, before reaching Montreal 
This route does not deviate by more 
than 7% miles from the Great Circle, 
which ig believed to be the most 
economical from the point of view 
of distance. ‘The longest streteh will 
be about 2,010 miles, 

‘Indreamed of speeding up in the 
‘malt services will be possible if the 
new route is erowned with success. 









































It is planned to leave London at 8 
Pam, so a8 permit of collecting the

Further evidence of the attention 
now being drawn in the West 10 
the “philosophy of “Confucius is 
forthcoming from the publication of 
Professor W..E. Soothill’s transla~ 
tion of the Analects of Confuclus in 
“The World's Classics” (Oxford 
University. Press, London. 2/-) 
Professor Soothill's ‘translation first 
‘appeared. in 1910 and it is well 
Known to. most people in China. 
Lady. Hosie has written a special 
preface for the new edition of her 
father’s work, and appropriately: 
‘enough she has written this preface 
during her recent visit to renew 
her tong acquaintance with Chins 








‘The wisdom of Confuclus should 
support the arguments of those who 
hold that the children of elderly 
parents surpass others in intellect, 
for Confucius’ father—a man of 
outstanding physical strength and 
courage, of whom it was once 
that Ne’ enobled his men to make 
thelr return to the city during an 
enemy attack by holding the 
Porteullis up on his own shoulders: 
until the last man had. safely 
entered—was 70 years old when his 
famous son was born, the mother 
being a young maiden whom’ the 
old man had taken unto himself 
asa second wife. The mother 
called her son Chiu because of the 
noble proportions of his forehead— 
a circumstance which shows that 
mothers of 551 B.C, had very much 
the same ideas about their firstborn 
as mothers of to-day. 

Legends, of course, have grown 
‘round the’ birth of Confucius, and 
one records that a spirit appeared 
to his mother telling her that she 
Would bring forth a sage in a 
hollow mulberry tree; and when he 
was, as the conventional phrase 
puts it, “on the way", the spirits 
of the ‘ive planets laid before her 
an animal shaped like a cow, 
covered with ‘ragoh’s scales, and 
with one horn like @ unicorn, ' That 
was the sacred lin, which only ap- 
pears before the birth of a sage, 

‘That Confucius himself was not 
exempt from belief in this legend 
Js shown by the story that when a 
similar beast, with a broken leg, 
‘was caught a couple of years before 
Confucius died, he burst into tears 
because he realized that his own| 
end was predicted: It is even said 
that the piece of ribbon whieh his| 
mother had attached at his birth 
to its horn was still there, 




















In order to oblige the spirit the 
expectant mother, learning from 
her husband that near by there was| 
a eave known as that of the Hollow 
Mulberry ‘Tree, deliberately went 
there for the great event, and the 
exceptional qualities of “her son. 
‘were at once confirmed when just. 
at his birth a spring bubbled up for 
his first bath, and then died away, 

But whatever his mother may 
have thought about Confucius, eur= 
vent Chinese descriptions do not! 
credit him as a child with beauty, 
but certainly with extraordinary 
features, “He had a mouth like the 
fea, ox lips, and a dragon's back. 
Lady Hosie’ points out that such 
bielures as there are of Confuclus—| 
and even they may be of doubtful 
authenticity—show him to be a 
man with the broad, strong, 
equable face of the countryman of| 
North China, handsome in his! 
dress, with. large, dark, lustrous 
eyes, humorous, kind and thought- 
ful, and, of course, with large ears, 
for large ears are a sign of sagacity, 
He inherited his father’s physique, 
‘and his disciples knew to their cost 
that he was able to out-walk and 
out-ride ther, and, indeed, to put 
up with privations far betfer than 
they. One of his disciples, ‘Tau 
Lu, the Bold, the former soldier, 
ventured t remonstrate, and re- 
ceived fron: the sage a discouraging 
reply: 

“Does a man of the higher order: 
‘also have to suffer want?” 

“The superior man bears want 
unshaken," replied the Master, "the 
inferior man in want, becomes de- 
‘:noralized.™ 
Confuclis was a sportsman, he 

iked archery, and he fished—never 
with a net—and when shooting he 
didnot aim at a resting bird. 


Married at 19 to a lady from the 
State of Sung, his son was born. 
in 681 BC. and was named Kung, 
Li, but is better known as Po Yu, 
under which name he appears 
in the Analects; it means “carp’ 
for Confucius received a present of 
that fish on the auspicious occasion 
‘son’s birth from the Duke 
of Lu, hie chlef, 





Po Yu was not shown any 
favouritism, and it is considered 
clear from’ the Analects that the| 
son of Confucius’ spirit, Yen Hui, 
‘was dearer to him than ‘any son of| 
his body, for Yen Hul put into| 
practice the teaching of his Master. 

Both Confucius’ parents were 
dead before he martied and he rose 
steadily in the official hierarchy of 
the Dukedom of Lu, becoming 
Prime Minister, it is said, in 49¢— 
but went into exile for thirteen 
years because of the acceptance by 
the Duke of a present of singing 
girls against his advice, During 
those years of exile, Confucius ex~ 
perienced many vicissitudes, in- 
cluding distress and starvation. 
Eventually, two years after the 
‘death of his wife, he was recalled 
to Lu, in 483, and his last years) 
were marred by bereavement, the 
death of his son, Po Yu, being 
followed in the next year by that| 
of his beloved Yen Hui, and-two 
years later the impetuous Tzu Lu, 
fell in battle. He himself died in 
479, according to the most reliable 
records. 

‘The Analects or Conversations of 
Confucius are thought to have been 
compiled after his death by fol- 
lowers of his two disciples, ‘Tseng. 
and Yu, who are called “philoso~ 
phers” in the opening paragraphs. 
In the main they are his discussions 
with his disciples and enquirer, 
although some are the actual say- 
Ings of the disciples. When the 
Emperor Chin Shih Huang ordered 
that all books should be burnt and. 
‘all scholars ‘buried alive so that the 
teaching of history might be sim- 
plified, he was not able completely 
to enforce his fell edict, and for- 
tunately the Analects escaped the 
massacre, A copy was found some: 
eighty years later in a house which 
‘had beon occupled by Confucius 
Himselt—another copy was found 
elsewhere. 





‘The Analects were first translated 
into Latin in 1687 by a Roman. 
Catholic missionary, and later by 
Malian and French Fathers into) 
their own tongues. Dr. Legge, it 
1861, the first holder of the Chair 
of the Chinese Language at Oxford, 
included the “Analects in hi 
translation of the Chinese Classics. 
Professor Soothill's translation of 
1910 was produced with the idea 
of giving a more modern inter- 
pretation to the books, and this! 
translation consists of twenty books, 
divided into ten volumes, two books 
to a volume. 





‘The virility of Confucius Analects| 
fs shown in the remarkable way in. 
which they have stood the changes. 
of world thought in the 2,000 years 
since they were first recorded, and 
above ali, the good humour of the 
‘Sage’s wit and wisdom make them. 
Just as attractive to the reader of 
to-day as they must have been to} 
those of past centuries—although 
it should be remembered that Chi- 
nese scholars are disposed to. 
jomphasize the venerability of the 
‘Sage and his precepts rather than. 


to delight in his undoubted humour.

His views on the proper conduct, 
of life may be partly gathered from| 
his famous Six Good Words: 

‘The Master said: “Yu, have you 
ever heard of the six good words 
and the six things that obscure 
them?" “Never” was the reply. 
“Sit down, then, and 1 will tell 
you.” “Love of’ kindness without 
4 love to learn, finds Itself obscured 
by foolishness,’ Love of Knowledge, 
without Tove to learn, dd se 

sured Toose ‘speculation. 

Love of honesty, without a love to 
Jearn, finds itself obscured by 
harmful candour, Love of straight- 
forwardness, without a love’ to 
learn, finds itself obscured by 
misdirected judgement. Love of| 
daring, without a love to learn, 
finds “itself obscured by insubord- 
ination. And love for strength of 
character, without a love to learn, 
finds itseit obscured by intract 
ability.” 


‘And he defined the meaning of 
virtue thus: 

‘Teu Chang asked Confucius the 
meaning of virtue, to which Con: 
fuclus replied: “To be able every- 
where one goes to carry five things. 
inlo ‘practice constitutes Virtue.” 
‘On begging to know what they 
were, he was told: “They are 
courtesy, magnanimity, sincerity, 
earnestness, and Kindness, With 
courtesy you will avold Insult, with 
‘magnanimity you will win all, with 
sincerity men. will trust you, with 
earnestness. you will have success, 
tnd with kindness you will be well 
fitted to command others. 

Many people have stolen 
phrase of inconsistency, so it is| 

that his own epigram 
should be recorded: 

‘The Master sald: “It is only the 
very wisest and the very stupidest 
who never change.” 

His classification of men did not 
take thought of worldly possessions, 
but rather of character: 

Confucius sald: ° Toor who 
have innate wisdom take highest 
rank. ‘Those who acquire it by 
study rank next Those who learn 
despite natural’ limitations come 
next, “But those who are of limited 
ability and yet will not learn—these 
form the lowest class of men. 

He was no gloomy  spoil-sport,| 
but he had views on pleasure:

A topical epigram in these days| Dt 
of national unrest gives useful 
guidance: 

‘When law and order prevail in 
the land, a man may be-bold in 
speech tnd ‘bold "inaction; » but 
when the land lacks law and order, 
though he may take bold action, 
he" should ‘lay restraint on his 
speech. 





On military matters Confucius 
had frequent words of advice to| 
give, but when asked about military 
tactics he declared: 

‘with the appurtenances of: wor 
ship I have indeed an acquaintance, 
Dut as to military matters I have, 
never. studied them 
On the? possibility of training a 

‘nation in military virtues he was! 
explicit: 

‘When a good man has trained the 
people for seven years, they might 
then be ft to bear arms. 

To the ‘many definitions of a 
gentleman the Analects give a 
notable contribution: 

‘The true gentleman is friendly 
Dut not famillar; the inferior mon 
{s familiar but not friendly. 

‘These random extracts from a 
‘wonderful old book justify Lady 
Hosie's conclusion that the West 
may well ponder on the deep 
steadiness and cheerfulness of the 
spirit of Confuclus—a man who 
particularly took pains to practise 
what he preached, 








Da, Tsai Yuan-pel, President of the

company to instal “a modern, up-to- 
dale. automatie telephone system in 


‘Shanghi 

‘The company, he sald, would be 
Incorporated under thé Hongkong 
‘Ordinances. ‘The maximum charge to 
subscribers would be Tis, 45. per 
‘annum for business telephones, ‘Ts. 
12 per annum for an extension ‘desk, 
‘and Tis, 30 per annum for a tel 
Phone installed ina private’ resic 
dence. As soon as the number of tel 
phones reached 5,000, the charges 
‘would be reduced, No charge would 
be made for the installation of 
(elephone, and all wires would be 
placed underground. 

‘Mr. Little proposed to reduce the 
wires connecting outlying districts to 
the central by ‘70 per cent, which. 
would be done by means ‘of sub- 
stations, making only $0 wires neces 
sary instend of 300, the number then 
In use, The. Munlelpal Council 
Would be supplied’ free of char 
with all telephones actually requir 
for general municipal purposes.
